Big Stone Gap. Va., Nov. 18.—{Spe¬ 
cial.]—In the United States District 
Court of Delaware a petition ih Invol¬ 
untary bankruptcy lias been filed by 
tho Pittsburg Iron Ore Company and 
others Against the Union Iron and Steel 
Company, a Delaware corporation, with 
it* principal offices In New York city. 
This company Is engaged principally 
in the manufacture of pig Iron with a 
blast furnace at Iroqlon, Ohio, and at 
Big Stone Gap, Va., and has property 
in New York State and Colorado. 

The assets, it. Is charged, are about 
$225,000. and liabilities about $400,030. of 
which about $100,000 Is secured by at -1 
tachments of more than four months’i 
standing. On August 30 Col. L. O. Pet-' 
tit was appointed receiver of the Big, 
Slone Gap plant by Judge H. A f W. 
Skeen, of the Circuit Court of Wise 
county. Va.. and on September 4 the 
Ironton, O.. furnace was placed in the 
hands of a receiver. The principal 
creditors here nre the Norton Coal 
Company and Kelly & Erwlne, who 
have unsecured claims amounting to 
$40,000 and $27,000 respectively for coke 
and Iron ore furnished. 

Unsuccessful negotiations have been 
pending since the company went into 
the reclever's hands to reorganize the 
company by raising sufficient money to 
pay off a certain per cent, of all th£ 
claim* and issue stock for the remain¬ 
der. By this plan the creditor* would 
have realized In the end as much a* 75 
per cent., whereas the unsecured cred¬ 
itors can hope for but little In the 
bankruptcy proceedings. The failure 
of thl* reorganization scheme was due 
to one or two large creditors who held 
secured claim* and refused to accept 
the proposition. 

The Union Iron arid Steel Company 
was organized several years ago by E. 
L. Harper, formerly of Cincinnati, O. 
In an attempt to corner wheat a num¬ 
ber of year* ago Mr. Harper went to 
the wall w-lth debt* amounting to more 
than $G, 0 (H».no 0 Tho Fidelity National 
Bank, of Cincinnati, of w'hlch he was 
vice president, also failed, and he was 
ibezzllng more than $ 2 .- 
500,000 of Its fund*, for which b«* was 
sentenced to the United States peniten¬ 
tiary for a term of ten years.

The Union 
Iron and Steel Company has been the 
Nope of Mr. Harper, and he frequently 
stated that with the profits of It he 
would soou pay off the Judgments 
.ynounllng to $ 8 , 000,000 against him. 

CHURCH RAISES

An unusually large crowd was in 
town attending Circuit Court, which 
has been in session for three weeks. 
The trouble was expected by no one. 
and when four shots rang out in quick 
succession there was a panic a\ul hun¬ 
dreds of excited people quickly filled 
the hallway in the large courthouse. 
The Circuit Clerk’s office, where the 
tragedy occurred, was soon full of peo¬ 
ple anxious to get a view' of the noted 
lawyer who had met such & tragic and 
untimely death. 

It was generally known that a bud 
felling existed between the two men 
but no one thought of their differences 
resulting in such a frightful tragedy. 
Mr. Boyd, who was muster Commis¬ 
sioner of the Laurel Circuit Court, was 
in the Circuit Clerk’s oflice making a 
sot dement in the suit of Tip Sparks 
against Jordan Smith, The deceased 
represented the plaintiff, who was his 
cousin. During the litigation Mr. Boyd, 
ns Master CVmrmlssioner. had sold a 
tract of land and Mr. Sparks openly ac¬ 
cused him of discriminating against 
hie client and finally succeeded in hav¬ 
ing the sale sot aside. Another sole 
was made and the feeling between the 
two men grew more bitter and on two 
or more occasions Spark* is said to 
have abused Boyd and threatened him 
with violence.

ROLLER MILLS AT MARROW¬ 
BONE PARTLY WRECKED. 


Marrow'bone. Ky., Nov. 18.—{Special.] 
—The holler In Harvey & Shannon’s 
roller mills, at this place, exploded and 
Jumped dear across Marrowbone creek 
to the opposite brink. Hunter and Jake 
Gray, negro workmen, who were near 
the lx>Her, were scalded nil over with 
hot water and the former cannot re¬ 
cover. Gray Turner, the manager of 
live mill, was also Injured by a piece 
of iron which struck him on the side. 

The boiler w r a* full of water at the 
1 1 to*- and the explosion Was terrific. The 
building wits considerably torn up and 
damaged to tho extent of SI. 000 , which 
is fully covered by Insurance. 


Mr. Boyd hurriedly' walked to the 
Sheriff's office and handed his pistol, 
which had only one more load in It. to 
Sheriff George W. 8 wanner, who imme¬ 
diately accompanied him to the county 
JaU.

Circuit Judge H. C. Fbulkner, 
who is related to Mr. Boyd, will likely 
decline to try the caMp. A special grand 
Jury will probably be called to inves¬ 
tigate the case and the trial will have 
to go over until the next term.

Remarkable Career Ended. 

With the death of James Sparks a re¬ 
markable career is ended. He had r;s<n 
to distinction at the bar. though with¬ 
out a polished education. He w'a* a 
man of unusually strong mind and full 
of tact, and possessed great skill ns a 
lawyer. He was noted for his per¬ 
sistent qualities and his loyalty to his 
clients. He served four yearei as Cbun 
ty Attorney of Laurel county, and was 
an announced candidate for the Repub 
Mean nomination for Commonwealth’s 
Attorney In this district. His career has 
been marked by many a difficulty wilh 
his fellow-man. About twenty years 
ago he shot ami killed Wat Kllllon, a 
United States deputy marchal. at Lily, 
this county, slmottng him with a shot¬ 
gun through a window, from the Inside 
of a house. He was indicted for murder 
and sentenced tq twenty-one years In 
the penitentiary- He took an appeal, 
and while he was in Jail waiting for 
the Court of Appeals to pas* on his 
case he began the study of law. H’.s 
case was reversed, and after be ng 
tuken to Whitley county on a change 
of venue, be finally was acquitted. 

Some two years ago he had a fighi 
with James M. Thompson, of this city, 
in open court, and received a blow over 
the head with a large Iron poker, which 
came near causing his death. Since

presented to Gov. Beckham for his ap¬ 
proval or disapproval before he vacates 
his oflice on December 10 . 

In Youtsey’s letter, accompanying tho 
petition. Ip.* named several prominent 
public men to whom he desired the pe¬ 
tition presented for their signature, 
among them being former United 
State* Senator William Lindsay. Judge 
James H. Hazolrlgg. Dr. 12. E. Hgme. 
Mayor of Frankfort; Senator-elect 
Thomas H. Paynter and others, ail of 
whom are Democrats and friend* of the 
l&te William Goebel. While no one save 
those who received the petition from 
Youtsey and the Courier-Journal corre¬ 
spondent knows to-night that such a 
move is on foot, it is known that the 
friends of Goebel will bitterly resist 
the efforts of Youtsey and his friends 
to secure a pardon.

Ernst at White House. 
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Washington, Nov. 18.—[SpeciAl.]—In 
the opinion of Representative Gillespie, 
of Texas, who will succeed himself on 
the Banking and Currency Committee 
of the new Congress, the action of the 
Administration In addin# $150,000,000 to 
the lnierest-txxLrinK debt of the coun¬ 
try is unjustifiable. 

••During the past two or three years,** 
said the Texas Congressman to-night, 
“the people have been overtaxed by 
$230,000,000. Certain banks have de¬ 
manded that this sum be turned over 
to them without Interest, promising, of 
course, to pay It back upon demand. 
Tho demand Is not made upon the 
banks for this money, or If It Is, they 
have voluntarily plac?d themselves In 
a position where they can’t respond. 
Now the people are saddled with a 
bonded debt of $50,000,000 more for not 
less /than ten years; and in addition, 
the Government needs money for or¬ 
dinary expenses and Is induced to Issue 
3 per cent, certificates of Indebtedness 
to the probable sum of $ 100 , 000,000 for 
one year. The underlying basic trouble 
with the whole situation Is the attempt 
to go upon a gold basis without ithe 
gold. The Treasury' Is at the’mercy of 
any strong combination in control of 
the gold supply. The President says 
the present gold supply is $904,000,000. 
He did not state, however, that fully 
four-flftlis of this sum was represented 
by outstanding gold certificates which 
are scattered all over the world and 
treated as gold by all countries. There 
Is no gold with which to redeem $600.- 
000.000 In silver, nor the $600,000,000 na¬ 
tional bank notes which the banks oan- 
not now' redeem, so the Government , 
mtist, under the'Law. redeem them In] 
latvful money, and in turn this lawful 
money must be redeemed In gold. The 
statement that the gold supply has in¬ 
creased Is true, but the gold demand 
has increased faster. It Is no use to 
cry' confidence. Confidence oannot, 
overthrow mathematics. The real trou- 
blejs the lack of gold. This adds to 
the demand without adding to the sup¬ 
ply. The latest action of the Adminis¬ 
tration only postpones for a short whtUe 
the day of Ana* reckoning.” 

“Tho truth Is that our present tariff 
system Is largely responsible for our 
financial condition," concluded Mr. Gil¬ 
lespie. 

*Tt has accumulated such a large sur¬ 
plus In the Treasury that It has attract¬ 
ed every interest which sees In It a 
chance to profit. The banks, being the 
strongest organisation, have had tho 
advantage of other Interests. They get 
the surplus and on one dollar of good 
money run out four dollars In credK. 
The result Is speculation, rascality, ex¬ 
posure and loss of confidence. The tar¬ 
iff should place in the Treasury only 
a safe, working balance sufficient to 
meet the needs of a Government eco¬ 
nomically administered. One of these 
days we will have to get back to this. 
As for financial legislation this winter. 
If there is any it ought to be approached 
from a standpoint aside from the pres¬ 
ent panic."

Lexington, Ky., Nov. 18.—[Special.]— 
Luke Doyle, one of the best known of 
the minor Democratic politicians of 
Lexington, shot himself through the 
heud this morning at 6:30 o’clock while 
sitting in bed, and died about ten min¬ 
utes afterward. The Coroner's Jury was 
unable to determine whether the shot 
was fired with suicidal Intent or by 
accident. 

Doyle lived at the home of his moth- 
er-tn-law, Mrs. Thomas O'Brien, at 410 
North Broadway. His wife was not at 
home last night and Doyle slept alone 
In his room. About 6:30 o’clock Mrs. 
O’Brien heard a pistol shot In Doyle's 
room, but was afraid to enter and sent 
her little son next door to call her 
son-in-law, C. A. WcKenney. The lat¬ 
ter hurried over to the O'Brien home, 
and entering Doyle’s room, found Doyle 
lying In bed, face downward. In a pool 
of blood. In his right hand was 
clutchedd a 38-caliber revolver. Mr 
MeKonney was Joined In a few minutes 
by Policeman Hiram Stule. who had 
been called In. and they turned Doyle, 
who was unconscious and breathing 
heavily, over on Ills side and awaited 
MONTHS, the arrival of Dr. A. H. Barkley, who 
had been summoned. 

The physician arrived In a few mo¬ 
ments, but found that he could do noth¬ 
ing. 

Doyle had always been of a cheerful 
and even Jovial disposition and his 
friends believe that he had been In the 
act of arising from bed a-nd in taking 
the pistol from under his pillow it was 
accidentally discharged.

On 
November 30. of that year, there was 
only $161,000,000 of gold In the treas¬ 
ury, while now there Is $004,000,000.

lnland Waterways Commission, which 
was first Intended to be held in Jan¬ 
uary. has been postponed until May. 
The legislation which will bo thought 
necessary to relieve the financial situa¬ 
tion is doubtless responsible for this 
postponement. Other questions of more 
Immediate interest will occupy the at¬

In his invitation to the Governors of 
the States and Territories, the Presi¬ 
dent sets out the situation in terms 
which are pretty well understood by 
many. Tho need of doing some¬ 
thing U great. A better knowl¬ 
edge. a more thorough comprehension 
of the matter Is. however, desirable for 
the masses of the people, and for this 
reason a conference is in order. Hence 
tho President says that a few recog¬ 
nized authorities will tell the confer¬ 
ence the actual facts without argu¬ 
ment. and let the conference formulate 
Us conclusions. 

Tho conservation of our natural re¬ 
sources is a matter of great Importance 
and not a little difilculty. Whether the 
conferenco can. devise an ndequ&te plan 
to effect this may well be doubt¬ 
ed, but It Is clearly necessary that tho 
situation should bo faced, and the 
minds of the people enlightened. The 
matter has been too long deferred, and 
no more time ought to be lost in giving 
It the necessary attention.

The Returning Tide. 

The question of Immigration has 
given a good deal of uneasiness to 
many people on account of tho Im¬ 
mense increase in the number of immi¬ 
grants in the past few years. More 
than a million per year have been coin¬ 
ing over, and though some are excluded 
under the‘laws, the overwhelming mu- 
Jority/ire admitted. The exclusions are 
not numerous enough to affect the 
number that come In. 

The swelling of the tide of immigra¬ 
tion has been due to various circum¬ 
stances. Hard conditions in some for¬ 
eign countries Jtave forced people to 
emigrate, but these conditions were not 
entirely new. The greatest reason for 
the vast increase In immigration has 
undoubtedly been the prosperity of this 
country, with the resulting demand for 
labor at improved prices. These con¬ 
ditions have been well advertised 
abroad, and perhaps In some cases ex¬ 
aggerated. The workingmen of the old 
world have heard of this prosperity and 
have come over in groat numbers to 
share it. To this, more than to any 
other circumstance. Is due the great 
flood of Immigrants which has been 
striking our shores. 

There are evidences now that the 
tide has begun to recede. A dispatch 
during the past week told of the leav¬ 
ing of Pittsburg of a train load of 
Italfims, Hungarians and Slavs who 
i vere on their way to New York to take 
steamer for Europe. Their reason 
was the poor prospect for employment 
-during the coming winter. It is cal¬ 
culated that in a single week 10,000 
steerage passengers left this country 
for Europe. They are going back to 
their former homes, some perhaps to 
stay, others Intending to come again 
next year, or whenever Industrial con¬ 
ditions will warraiu their return. 

This returning tide occurs every year, 
and It is necessary to noto it In order 
rightly to estimate tho additions to our 
population from immigration. Those 
who come back are counted a second, a 
third or any number of subsequent 
times, so it is no! important whether 
they return or not in estimating the 
additions w’hich Immigration makes to 
our population. 

There are various reasons assigned 
for the opposition to immigration which 
is manifested in different circles in the 
United States. There are those who 
have a strong prejudice against for¬ 
eigners and are inclined to limit im¬ 
migration in every way possible. The 
majority of the people, however, have 
no Innate hostility to foreigners, as 
such, but many doubt the ability of the 
country to assimilate such great num¬ 
bers, Others, perhaps tho majority, 
object only to what they call unde¬ 
sirable immigrants. Of these there are 
a good majiy that w*ould come but for 
the barriers that are set up. 

The flux and reflux of immigrants, 
however, sufficiently shows that the 
immigration is due to natural laws. 
The demand for labor and the com¬ 
paratively high prices that hfcrtr been 
paid for it has brought to us hundreds 
of thousands of people who deserved to 
better their condition. This Is a feel¬ 
ing as wide as humanity, and people 
all over the world obey it. With the 
lessening of the demand for labor w-e 
may expect a check in the tide of im¬ 
migration, and some Increase in the 
number that go back. These people 
take with them some gold, and It has 
been intimated that this may have 
some bearing on our supply of money. 
It seems hardly possible, however, that 
the returning laborers will carry away 
cmjrigh money to have any great In¬ 
fluence.

It n*ver put lines of fast steamers 
upon the ocean to link the continent* 
together and make a market in Africa 
and Asia for American products, nnd 
a market in America for South African 
peaches and Australian apples. Since 
the cobbler wdio is an able workman 
earn* more than his colleague who Is 
equally industrious, but does not cobble 
so ably, it ig no more Ulan fair that 
the man of constructive genius phould 
be rewtirded. not only In proportion to 
hi* energy, but also In proportion to hi* 
achievement. 

“The legitimate greatness” of Stand¬ 
ard Oil. to quote Mis* Tarbell. has Its 
counterpart in other great enterprises. 
Not ail of tiie success of the magnate 
is due to the fact that he Is no more 
honest than the Judges we elect as our. 
representatives, and that he profits 
by a criminal partnership with the leg¬ 
islators In whom we repose our confi¬ 
dence wdien w*e cast our votes. It is 
due in a great measure to the money¬ 
getting microbe in hi* brain. To “his 
legitimate profits upon his ability the 
magnate is as clearly entitled as Is the 
unskilled laborer to the profits upon 
his brawn or as are the artisan and the 
‘‘Intellectual proletarian*’ -to the returns 
upon their brain or their brain 
and brawn combined. The differ¬ 
ence between his legitimate profits 
and his net returns is the Il¬ 
legitimate profit arising from spe¬ 
cial privileges secured by violating 
the laws, a*, for instance, in giving or 
receiving rebates, filching accrued div¬ 
idend* from trusting holders of life In¬ 
surance policies, or from enjoying <th® 
advantages of laws made by corrupt 
political parties In obedience to the de¬ 
mands of corporations which bribe the 
political leaders w*ith campaign funds. 
To such profits no one is entitled. But 
Instead of sullenly hating the owners of 
vast fortunes the plain citizen In a re¬ 
public should consider the question of 
improving local and national govern¬ 
ment. We can never legislate out of 
existence the Instinct to acquire 
wealth. If It were possible and we 
should do so, we should relapse Into 
barbarism. The obvious remedy for 
existing conditions i* to purify the 
executive, judicial and legislative 
branches of municipal. State and Na¬ 
tional Government. Declaring all own¬ 
ers of great wealth to be “enemies of 
the republic** and oppressor* of the 
poor, and continuing to elect the silent 
partners of criminal corporations to 
the bench, the Legislature and Con¬ 
gress may cause an occasional 
assassination, but it will never result 
In industrial reform. ,

This was not 
satisfactory to the rebellious ones, and 
they decided that there was room enough 
in front of the courthouse to hold their 
meeting, nnd they came In a body down 
to the courthouse steps.

Owen county Is in a bad way. The 
feuds and factions are not onlv bringing 
disrepute un her good name, but are driv¬ 
ing business from her doors and putting In 
jeopardy tier business interests. For 
more than eighteen months the new coun¬ 
ty officials have been Investigating the 
actions of tho officials who preceded 
them, and alt kinds of charges have been 
mado. Nine grand Juries have been In 
session and their time has been mostly 
taken up with thou- Investigations. Both 
the old county official* and the new have 
been indicted upon one eharee or an¬ 
other. None of the Indictment* have 
come to trial, but have been thrown out 
of court When objections have hern made 
to them. The new county officials or at 
least a part of them, have been In Jail, 
lt is not our part to discuss the merits 
of these prosecutions or the rights or 
the wrongs of the parties interested.

A yellow Journal which recently at¬

We may dream os we will of the equal¬ 
ity of man and of the number of dol¬ 
lars In the world being divided by the 
number of human beings and distrib¬ 
uted equally among all citizens, but 
while present conditions endure w*e 
niuHt face facts. We should, therefore, 
be willing to grant to ability its legit¬ 
imate reward. To constructive genius 
w*e should ungrudgingly grant a very 
large reward. Few of us are endowed 
by Providence with a talent for pioneer¬ 
ing in industry. The vast majority are 
content to follow the beaten paths, or. 
in other words, to pursue Ilf© along 
lines of not too great resistance, and 
the majority would have to content 
themselves with such activities If they 
were more ambitious. Money-getters 
are bom. although self-made. The lucky 
speculator, the discoverer of a mine, 
and other children of fortune, are ex¬ 
ceptions proving the rule. If our abil¬ 
ities are such that w© can dd nothing 
more than the w«»rk of an average

POSTAL TELEGRAPH COMPANY 
CHARGES DISCRIMINATION.

Alleges ThAt Railroad Refuses to 
Distribute Material Because of 
Contract With Competitor. 


Gulfport. Miss., Nov. 18.—A case In¬ 
volving a novel and interesting ques¬ 
tion of law is pending in tho Circuit 
Court of Mississippi at Gulfport, and 
will likely bo tried at the term of court 
which convenes to-day. 

The Postal Telegraph Cable Company 
seeks by mandamus to compel tho, 
Louisville and Nashville railroad to 
distribute men and material between 
stations on Its line In Mississippi, on 
the ground that performs this service 
for the Western Union Telegraph Com¬ 
pany. its competitor in the telegraph 
business. 

It Is alleged thut the refusal of thr 
railroad company to render said ser¬ 
vices to the Postal constitutes an un¬ 
just discrimination in favor of the 
Western Union, and subjects the Postal 
to an undue and unreasonable prejudice 
and disadvantage ln utter violation of 
the laws of Mississippi. 

It is charged that the refusal of the 
railroad company to make this distribu¬ 
tion results from an unlawful contract 
and conspiracy with the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, designed to pre¬ 
vent or retard competition in the* tele¬ 
graphic service. 

The attorneys for the Postal claim 
that the Supreme Courts of Louisluna, 
Florida arid other States have sus¬ 
tained their contention. They further 
claim that the railroad company con¬ 
tests each case Because required to do 
so by the contracts made by the West¬ 
ern Unin Telegraph Company with the 
various roads.

IN DENSE SMOKE 


William T. Robertson Over¬ 
come and Found Dead. 


BODY BADLY BURNED BY 
FLAMES AFTER DEATH. 


TERSTEGGE. feoHMANN & CO.’S 
FOUNDRY DAMAGED. 


CIVIL WAR VETERAN WAYLAID. 


\ William T. Robertson, an employe of 
th^» stove foundry of Terstegge. Gob- 
man A Co.. Culbertson avenue, near 
East Fourth street. New Albany, was 
suffocated in the smoke that accompan¬ 
ied the Are in the building yesterday 
afternoon about 5 o'clock. At Aral It 
was thought there were no casualties, 
but after the fire had been extinguished 
end the smoke deared away, Capt. 
Joseph FeatberlnglU, chief of the New 
Albany Fire Department, found the 
body lying on Its face in one comer of 
the room In which the fire had origi¬ 
nated. The face was badly burned, 
but It was evldeivt that the work of the 
flames had been done after the man 
had died from suffocation. 

It was remembered that several of 
the men had escaped through a window 
onto the roof of the dry tannery adjoin¬ 
ing. and It is supposed that Robertson 
was endeavoring to make his way to 
the window, which was only a few 
steps distant, when ho was made help¬ 
less from suffocation. He was employed 
ns a moulder In the foundry and was 
about finishing his day's work when 
the flumes broke out. He was tweny- 
four years old. unmarried and lived 
with his parents. Mr. and Mrs. W. H. 
Robertson, 3310 Chartres street. Fire 
Chief Feathering! 11. after finding the 
body, informed the superintendent and 
they said nothing about the circum¬ 
stance until the crowd cleared away, 
in order to allay the excitement as 
much as possible. 

The origin of the fire Is unknown. The 
attention of the workmen In the room 
on the second floor, where it originated, 
was attracted by the dense clouds of 
smoke. There was a momentary panic 
and a rush was made to the stairway, 
but order was quickly restored and the 
rest of the men reached a place of safe¬ 
ty. No one at the time knew that Rob¬ 
ertson had fallen helpless to the floor 
ivnd was then suffocating In the clouds 
of smoke. The flames mounted to the 
third floor and burned through the 
roof. 

The twn floors were deluged with 
water and the greater part of the dam¬ 
age will be from It and the smoke, the 
loss from Are not exceeding $2,000. It 
Is estimated that the damage from 
water and smoke will reach from $5,000 
to $8,000. but the loss cannot be accur¬ 
ately arrived at until after the debris 
Is cleared away. Full insurance Is car¬ 
ried and the factory will not be closed 
down more than a week. This foundry* 
Is one of the most Important Industrie* 
of New Albany, affording employment 
to several hundred men. 

VETERAN WAYLAID. 

However, Footpads Overlooked Louis 
Sperzel’s Roll of $00. 

Louis Sperzel, a veteran of the Civil 
War. aged seventy years, was waylaid 
on the roadside north of New Albany 
as he was returning to his home In 
Lafayette township, by highwaymen. 
He was struck over the head head with 
A club and knocked senseless from the 
vehicle in which he was riding to the 
ground, whore he was robbed of $2. 
The footpads overlooked a roll of $60 
which Mr. Sperzel hud in another pock¬ 
et. While he was lying on the ground 
and before the robbers could make a 
more thorough search of his pockets, a 
wagon approached and the thieves fled. 
Dr Davis, of Galena, was sent for. Sper- 
zel’s injuries were cared for and he was 
taken to his home not far distant. 

Sperzol’a trip to the city was for the 
purpose of getting his check for his 
^pension. He had this cashed before 
leaving for home and it Is supposed 
that the highwaymen knew' something 
of the circumstance. He notified Sher¬ 
iff Claud Sittason of the robbery and 
efforts have been made to apprehend 
the thieves. but thus far without suc¬ 
cess, aH there Is no clew* to work on. 
Recently several similar cases have 
1 been reported from that part of the 
county and efforts will be made by the 
officials to upprehend those perpetrat¬ 
ing them.

Dealers were pav¬ 
ing in New Albany yesterday ten cents 
a pound "on foot," for line turkey*, and 
they do not anticipate »ny material ad¬ 
vance m prli;e. The prosper* for the 
Chrtetmas turkeys is even better, us It 
1* said that on account of the unfavor¬ 
able weather early In the season, many 
Of th* first hatrhlne* died while much 


bettor success was had with the young 
birds that came lutef In the season.

INDIANA’S BABY DIRECTORY 


Will Be Complete, Indeed, if Mothers 
Do Their Duty. 

Jeffersonville mothers, as well as 
those all over Indiana, are to be given 
a new duty by Dr. John N. Hurty. Sec¬ 
retary of the State Board of Health, 
who will begin sending out blanks in 
the next fmv days asking the mothers 
of newly-born children to furnish him 
with the full names, tho date of birth 
and any addltionufll information Lhat 
may be thought necessary for the pur¬ 
pose of Identifying the child when it 
grows to maturity. The physkiuns 
will still be required to send in reports 
regarding the birch of children, but It 
Is often there is a delay In accepting 
a suitable nuiroe for the newcomer and 
the doctors cannot secure this In a 
reasonable Lime. It Is to remedy this 
that Dr. Hurty will depend on the proud 
mothers. 

According to the newly-adopted plan 
as soon as the birth reports reach the 
office of Dr. Hurty, the mothers will 
be mailed a nicely printed sheet that 
contains a number of questions and 
room for the baby’s name, no matter 
how’ long It Is. Dr. Hurty will also 
make provision for the women who 
cannot write, but tike statements must 
be forwarded over their names, even 
If It is signed with a mark. Tho sll 
than will be sent out will contain 
the information given in the birth 
turn ami If there should happen to be 
a mistake it la expected that this will 
be corrected. 

•‘The legal record of the birth 
of your baby and the name 
of your child \lw of gre.it impor¬ 
tance to you,” says the letter that Dr. 
Hurty hus prepared. ’’The record Is 
frequently needed by those who least 
expect $L Some day it may be required 
in court to prove your child's parent¬ 
age, or to prove the inheritance of 
property, *or to prove the right to In¬ 
surance or pension, or to prove legiti¬ 
macy.” Dr. Hurty suggests that the 
mothers got together and talk over the 
question and In a manner form baby- 
namiing club* all over Indiana.

He said the plan of the bunk first 
occurred to him early in 1902. He said 
that owing to rural subscribers to his 
publication he came especially in touch 
with rural business. This led him to 
form the project to establish the bank, 
and for that class of people. Ht- said 
it was his purpose to convert practical¬ 
ly everything he had in the world -into 
Mock In his People's Bank, and he 
was doing ho a« fast as h»- could when 
the bank was closed by the Post-office 
Department. 

"Practically every institution In 
w’fclch I am or have been Interested or 
connected with ;hn^ been paralyzed." 
Lewis testified. "f wag absolutely 
Isolated from the w-orld and my en¬ 
terprises w’ere annihilated. I could not 
even get a letter from my wife or my 
mother."

SUCCESSFUL LAW OFFICIAL 


Thomaa B. Harrison, general attorney 
for the Lmibtvil!© and Nashville railroad, 
yejjterduy handed his resignation to Col. 
Henry L. Stone, general counsel, to take 
effect January 1 or as much earlier as it 
suLts the convenience of his present em¬ 
ployers. As a>on a* he is relieved of hi* 
duties here, Mr. Harrison will remove to 
New York, where he will open an office 
for the practice of law, confining himself 
exclusively to cases growing out of tne 
regulation of rates charged by common 
carriers. He will hatuhe cases involving 
both Interstate and Intraauite commerce 
and will for tne most part devote iilmacif 
to directing the conduct of the coses by 
other atorneys. Mr. Harrison is already 
assured oO the rate business of botn tne 
American and Adam* express companies, 
and the retaining fees to be paid by tne 
k w«i corpormtou* wul t>v more than twice 
as large as ills salary at present. Under 
the terms of hi* contract It will not be 
necessary for him to try any cu»ses per¬ 
sonally unless he so desares, his duty be¬ 
ing to outline the general conduct ol tu* 
Jittgvtdon. In addiLon, Mr. Harrtifo.i will 
be at liberty to accept any otrier employ¬ 
ment that he may desire. 

• • • 

Well Equipped Already. 


Mr. Harrison la splendidly equipped for 
the particular line of practice tnat he ha* 
chosen to adopt. As attorney for the L, 
and N. he has had charge of the rate 
cases of that, corporation for several 
years and inis marked ability in that Une 
nas not passed unnoticed by the executive 
officers of the railroads and express® com¬ 
panies throughout tne country. Mr. Har¬ 
rison has nuunered the underlying princi¬ 
ples of rale making and is ihorougnly 
luiulltux with the many complex ques¬ 
tion® that arise during their application, 
lie has made the legal side of tne ques- 
uons a particular study. 

With one brief interval Mr. Hnrrieon 
has l>efcn in the ».-mp.oy of the L. and N. 
for twenty-seven years, having begun ols 
a clerk in the office of the L. ami N. at¬ 
torney at Russellville, where he received 
a salary of $25 a month. In 1K92 he came 
to Louisville a* a clerk in the law depart¬ 
ment, reviving |75 a month. His energy 
and ability coon brought him another 
promtion, and he was made secretary to 
Judge Bruce, general coiuuk- 1 of the road. 
In 1K97 Mr. Harrison was compelled to re¬ 
sign to go Wesri on aooouni of his health, 
returning to Louisville In 1899. when be 
was made law agent and devoted his time 
to settling claims growing out of per¬ 
sonal injuries. He was soon reappointed 
secretary to tho general counsel, and in 
1901 was made chief clerk in the law de¬ 
partment. FYom that time on promotions 
came rapidly, and In 1992 he was appointed 
as.-isLtuK disLriot attorney for Kentucky 
and was given special charge of the rate 
case* arising in Kentucky. The next year 
the value of his services was agaiin rec¬ 
ognized and tie wa« made one of two dla- 
irict attorneys for Kentucky. On August 
1 last Mr. Harrison reclved his final pro¬ 
motion from the L. and N.. being made 
general attorney with a salary of $6,ud0 a 
year and being given erotire charge of the 
rate litigation of the corporation. pro<bi- 
bly the most important matter that the 
legal department of any railroad has to 
deal with at present. 

• • • 

Will Be Accepted With Regret. 

While Mr. Harrison's resignation lias 
not been accepted by the company It i* 
certain to be received with keen regret, 
and an officer said yesterday that the J*. 
and N. would have given Mr. Harrison a 
handsome increase In salary rather than 
PM© his services. He has made up hi* 
mind, however, that he will have a much 
larger field before him in New York, and 
ho will leave for that city shortly after 
tho new year or earlier If the officials 
agree to permit his resignation to take 
effect before the final date set In hi* let¬ 
ter. Few men in Kentucky have a wider 
acquaintance or more friends than Mr. 
Harrison, and nil will be sorry to learn 
thru be ha© de*ermlned *v> go Bast. Mra. 
Harrison, who was Mtes Harriett Damall, 
of Lexing’on, will accompany her hus?t>an 1 
to New York. During the few year* of 
her residence hero ehe has made a wide 
circle of friends.
